He knows the veterans of this 
war and their postwar problems. 
As a result he has come up with 
and is urging on his colleagues 
what some 
believe 
would cer- 
tainly develop into an important 
phase of finding work for return- 
ing veterans. 
"The thought so far," says Rep. 
Hare, "has been that the problem 
will be to find 
employment 
in 
existing agencies (or 
businesses: 
for a considerable number, and 
then it will be necessary for the 
government 
to inaugurate con- 
struction or building programs of 
different types in order to accom- 
modate the remainder, 
i "I really do not see much op- 
portunity to place 
many 
return- 
ing veterans in existing establish- 
ments, occupations or 
industries. 
Most of/these 
acitvities, except 
agriculture, 
are now employing 
the maximum and there will be 
some war 
industries wholly dis- 
continued, and there will be 
the 
necessity 
of 
finding reedmploy- 
ment for the 
people 
now there 
employed. 


'"My thought is 
that 
instead 


of the government creating 
jobs 


for 
temporary 
employment, at- 
tention should be given to the 
idea of assisting veterans to cre- 
ate their own jobs — jobs that will 
bedome 
going 
and 
permanent 
places 
of 
employment," 
Hare 
says. 


In a canvass of his own district 


Rep. 
Hare discovered what may 
be surprising to some: that there 
was hardly a 
community 
that 
couldn't support from one to many 
businesses that don't exist in those 
communities now. The conclusions 
weren't based on wishful thinking 
of the communities either. They 
were the opinions of men who have 
been successful in those towns and 
know what the residents want and 
how well they will pay to get the 
services they need. 


As an example, Rep. Hare found 
one town of between 2,500 
and 


3,000 population which 
reported 
that it could support a bakery, a 
laundry, 
a watchmaker, a furni- 
ture plant, a garment factory, and 
a dressmaker's 
shop — none 
of 
which it now has. 


As is apparent, most of these 
would employ more than one per- 
son and on a permanent 
basis, 
while the "made-work" 
plan of 
government projects can at best 
be only a stop-gap for unemploy- 
ment unless federal construction, 
with funds from 
the 
national 
treasury, 
is perpetuated 
indefi- 
nitely. 


Using his own* district as a fair 
cross-section, Rep. Hare 
believes 
that there are tens of thousands of 
such business opportunities in the 
country and that all that will be 
necessary will be to advertise them 
to discharged veterans. 


Whether 
additional legislation 
would be needed to make a survey 
of the whole country or whether it 
could be undertaken by some of 
the agencies already set up hasn't 
been determined. Provisions 
are 
made, however, under the "GI Bill 
of Rights" for obtaining loans for 
setting up such enterprises. About 
the only problem involved is that 
of making national or state listings 
and advertising the opportunities 
so that veterans can locate them.

Troop 'Deals' 
to Be Checked 
to Congress 


Washington, July 28 —(/P)— Presi- 
dent Truman made known today he 
will seek majority-vole approval of 
both Ihc House and Senalc for any 
military agreements reached under 
Ihc Ufiilcd Nalions charier. 
The alternative would be submis- 
sion of a treaty lo Ihc Senate alone 
which would require a 
two-thirds 
vole for ratification. 
From Potsdam, the president dis 
patched a message as the Scnale 
ncarcd vole on ratification of the 
50-nation agreement for a world 
organization. Addressed to Senator 
McKcllar (D-Tcnn), Senate presid- 
ing officer, Mr. Truman's message 
said: 


"During the debate in the Senalc 
upon the mailer of Ihc Scnale's giv- 
ing 
ils 
advice or 
conscnl 
lo 
Ihe charier of Ihe Unilccl Nalions, 
the question arose as lo Ihc melh- 
od lo be followed in obtaining ap- 
proval of special agreements with 
the securitiy council referred to in 
article '13 of the charter.

Ga, of the Senate Finance com- 
mittee today forecast a complete 
revision of the federal' tax laws 
which will result in reducing fed- 
eral tax collections by $18,000,000,- 
000 to $27,000,000,000 
during 
the 
first year after Japan's defeat. 
George would not discuss details 


of his tax reduction ideas, except 
to reiterate his oft-stated view that 
while 
reduction 
of 
.individual 
income taxes is important that item 
must take a secondary position to 
reduction of corporate taxes. Cor- 
porate tax reduction is of. first im- 
portance, he said, to aid business 
in reconverting to peace-time pro- 
duction 
and 
maintaining 
em- 


ployment. 
He coupled his tax cut estimates 


with a warning that deficit financ- 
ing of the federal government must 
stop unless the nation wants to 
run the risk of weakening public 
faith in the dollar, 


George also told a news confer- 
ence it was "highly 
important" 
that Congress have a tax program 
"either enacted or ready to 
lay 


down for-enactment" as soon as 
the Japanese war ends. 
"It is highly important," he said, 
"because all taxpayers must know 
as soon as possible what their post- 
war tax burden is going to 'be so 
that they can plan their lives and 
their businesses properly."

They simply take it as no 
more than their due and nothing 
over which to sing paeans of grat- 
itude, or even to say "thank you." 
If they ever consider the matter 
at all, they think it is some pec- 
uliarity of Pop's that makes him 
toil all the summer in a hot of- 
fice, while they go off to the sea- 
shore or the mountains on va- 
caitons, and- that the reason that 
Mom wears out the girls' old clo- 
th^es instead of having new ones 
is because she. has .no taste in.

It makes a 
father and mother feel that they 
have gotten a mighty poor run for 
their money when they find out 
that, althpugh 
they have spent 


thousands of dollars on Mamie's 
musical education, she won't play 
them a single tune, and that, al- 
though they have spent a small 
fortune on rearing Sam, he isn't 
willing to make the little return 
of giving them even an hour of 
his society. 


And as a final payment on the 
debt they owe their parents, and 
that would clear off the mortgage 
as far as Mom and Pop are con- 
cerned, their children might show 
them some real proof of love and 
gratitude.

George would not discuss details 


of his tax reduction ideas, except 
to reiterate his oft-stated view that 
while

.individual 
income taxes is important that item 
must take a secondary position to 
reduction of corporate taxes. Cor- 
porate tax reduction is of. first im- 
portance, he said, to aid business 
in reconverting to peace-time pro- 
duction 
and 
maintaining 
em- 


ployment. 
He coupled his tax cut estimates 


with a warning that deficit financ- 
ing of the federal government must 
stop unless the nation wants to 
run the risk of weakening public 
faith in the dollar, 


George also told a news confer- 
ence it was "highly 
important" 
that Congress have a tax program 
"either enacted or ready to

down for-enactment" as soon as 
the Japanese war ends. 
"It is highly important," he said, 
"because all taxpayers must know 
as soon as possible what their post- 
war tax burden is going to 'be so 
that they can plan their lives and 
their businesses properly."
